religion , doe ſo highly extoll and aduance the 
learned and eloquent penning of the ſame, and 
the imaginary validity and force thereof , that 
they vaunt that it cannot be contradicted , yet 
doubr I not butthat theplaine verity of this ſhore 
aunſwer will be of ſufficient force to daunt their 

eQations, and to bewray their vntruthes , to 
their deſerued diſcredit. The faide Supplication 
conſiſteth of ſeauen ſeuerall partes,as by peruſall 
thereof may appeare. | 

7. The firſt part is their exordium,wherein they 
pretend faith and dutifuliobedjence,and loyaltie un- 
#0 your Maieſtie , the which proteſtation I pray 
God they may cffe& in verity,in as effeuall and 
ample manner as they haue in flouriſhing and 
loſing ſhew of words profeſſed the ſame . But I 
commit that to God who ſearcheth the harts and 
reynes,time trieth all things : nil fidtum dinturnum 
ſepore. 

2. In the ſecond part they doe complaine that 
they were ouer-wheimed with greenous perſecutions, 
by the ſenerity of our late deceaſed Queene : We doe

priſonment or fining by the purſe, ( wherewith 
yerye fewe in compariſon were touched) your 
bichneſſe ſhall vaderſtand that their owne wilfull 
obſtinacie , and not the Queenes Maieſties ſeue- 
ritie vrged the ſame , for whenſocuer it pleaſed 
them to reſort to their pariſh churches vnto di- 
uine prayers , they had preſent releaſement both 
of their impriſonment,and allo of their fines and 
fees : But ſeeing that their vniuſt exclamations in- 
force me to call to freſh remembrancethe' moſt 
ſauage and brutiſh dealings of the Papiſts in 
Queene Maryes dayes, how they then dominered 
your highneſle cannot be ignorant: how vnmer- 
cifully did they torment vnto death the faithfull 
ſeruantsand Saints of God,for Po theglo- 
rious Goſpell of our redeemer Chriſt Teſus 2 
Somethey tormented with moſt ſharpeand! 
impriſonment, ſome they whipped with roddes, 
fome they ſecretly murthered in priſon, but the 
preateſt and generall WY were ſacryficed

inthe fire, in which kinde of torment they ſpared 
none,no not any degrees of perſons, not ſo much 
as women great with childe, but tormented them 
to death, euen when the children did fall out of 
the mothers wombes into the fice, in the view 
of the Papiſts , who being ob ſhame and grace, 
nothing regarded it . Yea ſuch was their raging 
madnefſle, that they digged vp the dead bones of 
thoſe two godly and learned fathers Martin Bucer, 


. and Paulus Phagius , and burned them in Cam 


bridze: It is manifeſt vnto the world, that the Pa- 
piſts tortured to death, as graue, as wile, as vertu- 
Ous, and as learned, and Catholike fathers, as Eu- 
rope affordeth : The records of theſe things are ſo 
manifeſt,ſo true,and ſo freſh in memorie(of many 
yet liuing) that they cannot bee contraticted, 
But to retarne to ourlate deceaſed Queene,wher-

ſtand certainly her pleaſure therein, ſhehad dyed 
before the Queene had beene acquainted there- 
with . But in proceſle of time, ſhe by Gods 
uidence becing freed from that danger, and her 
ſelfe enioying the royal ques Fs 6 
dignitie of the Realme :'did not the Pope deale: - 
with her as his predeceſſour did in former time 
deale with King 14?

Englandand ireland intothe Popes hands,anddid tr 
take it again of the Popeby fee farme, paying one K. 796. 
thouſand markes yearcly forthe ſame. And euen aw (rb 
thelike he practiſed againſt our late Soueraigne *** ©" 
Queene Elizabeth: But the ſacred word of God 
had taught her ſubieRs a berterleſfon of fidelity, 
& loyalty totheir Prince,then toregard his vaine 
& wicked Bull which by his4 agents he cauſedto  Feltox, 
be hanged vpon the Biſhop of London his gate, 3*5® 
Afeer this he inſtigated a mighty Prince ( who is page 129. 
now dead and gone)to attempt his pretended in-

vincible inuation , and with his manyfold forces 
vtterly to ſubuerte the flouriſhing Rate of this 
Realme,and to extirpate(if it had beene poſſtble) 
the true worſhip of God. Moreoueralſothe Pope 
inſtigated Parry,Babington,8 _ ; and diuers 0- 
thers their confederates to conſpire the Queenes 
yntimely death,hefent alſo his curſed brood of Te- 
ſuites and Seminaries(the firebrands of feditionin 
allkingdoms)to induce her ſubie&s torebellion : 
whereunto alſo the Pope(their vaboly father)ad- 
ded his yeerely curſe at Rome with booke, bell,8: 
candle:hereby may you plainely ſeeandperceiue, 
that the Pope & Papiſts which pretend tro be{butr 
indeed deſire rather to make) Martyrs, did conti- 
nually perſecute her Maieſty and ſought all the 
meane that they poſſibly could to procure her vn- 
timely death, yet ſhame they not tocry with open 
mouthes vnto your Maicſty that they were perſe. 
cuted.As for our Queene,the only, omniporent, 
wiſe,8 all ſeeing God, preſerued her frs all their 
bloudy practiſes , & gaue vnto her an happy, ioy- 
ful,& peaceablecnd,tohisglory,her own and our 
comforts,8: to theirvnſpeakable griefe & ſorrow.

ſerue and louc him. And that it hath now pleaſed 
God to crowne your royal head with thecrowns 
of theſe kingdoms of England, Franceand Ireland, 
it cannot be any wiſe imputed vnto the Papiſts, 
for they were ( like traitors) wholy bentanother 
waye , vatill they perceiued that their defignes 
werein vaine, and their hopes fruſtrate . For no 
ſooner had it pleaſed God to call vnto his mercie 
our gracious Queene(who at & before her death 
reſigned ynto your highneſle, as vnto whome of 
rightitappertained,the royal ſcepter ofall herdo- 
minions)but that once her, now your moſt faith- 
full nobles, cauſcd your rigitfull title vnto all her 
kingdoms,to be by open proclamation publiſhed 
vnto the world , the vadoubted trueth of which 
your royall and lineall diſcent, rogether withthe 
ſpirit of God working in their hearts toacknow- 
ledge the ſame,hath ſo vnited the hartsandminds 
ofallthenobilitic,clergy,and co-nmunalty of this 
land, that all ( the Papiſts excepted ) doe 1oye to 
behold your royall face, and are ready to ferue, 
honour, and obaye you, with their bodies and 
goods euen vnto death : The Lorde blefle and

of the wicked Romaniſts(for ſurely they hate you 
in their harts becauſe you profefle the Gofj Hel of 
Chriſt as your predeceſſor Queene Elizabethdid) 
who if(notwithſtanding their flouriſhing ſhewof 
words)their wicked and deſired expeRations had 
bin effected, whe the general inuaſion of this land 
was intended (your Maicſty knowethby whom) 
neuer had your Grace inioyed the ſcepter of theſe 
kingdoms of England & Ireland,yea hardly(ifthey 
could haue cfteed the contrary)hould you haue 
reteyned the kingdom of Scotland,which then(8& 
now alſo God be thanked)you poſleſle quietly. 
4+ Inthe fourth part they do greeuonſly complaine 
of two enils that doe vex their harts : The firſt is , that 
this Realme of England is deuided into fourereligtons, 
t0 wit, Proteſtants, P apiſts, Puritans,c Athiſts,oner all 
which the Proteſtants did domineere all the raigne of 
our late diſceaſed Queene:Thus much we dotruely, 
ro the glory of God confeſle , that all ſuchas did 
profeſle the ſacred Scriptures,were protected firſt 
and principally by God , next by her Maicſty as 
an inſtrument from God, againſt the tyranny of 
the Pope, andall bloud-chirſty Papiſts : and that 
the Barrowiſtes (who may moſt iuſtly of all other 
among vs be termed Puritanes) as Ieſuites which 
are the Popiſh Puritanes amongſt them, and all 
Phariſaicall Iuſticiares,together with all turbulent 
Athieſts,(ifany ſuch be)which haue ſprong vp in

pelled by the preaching of the Goſpell', by the 
wiſe,aduiſed and faithfull miniſters and'diſpenſers 
thereof in this kingdome, And wearefully aſſu- 
red that the ſaid religion is ſo firmely eſtabliſhed 
and founded vpon the ſacred Sctiptures,yea euen 
vpon Chriſt Icſus that ſure rocke; and is Þ migh- 
tilie defended with the 'two-edged ſworde that 
proceedeth from the mouth of God , which is 
able to caft downe ſtrong holdcs,and cuery high 
thing that ſhall exalt it ſelfe againſt God and his 
true Church : that the gates of hell(that is to ſay, 
the Diuecll himſelfe,nor curſed Pope, Turke,He- 
retique, Infidel, Papiſt or Athieſt ) ſhall neuerbe 
able to preuaile there-againſt ſolong as the world 
endureth.The ſecond thing they complaine of is, 
that warres and bloudſhed haue ſeldome ceaſed, T askes 
and Subſidies nener ſo many, drſcontented mindes in- 
»umerable.Behold the children of the Diuell can- 
not but lye, for their father the Diuell hath beene 
a lyar from the beginning : How iniuriouſly doe 
they charge that bleſſed buried corpes whole ſpi- 
rite is inglory,with theſe vntruths 2 didnot euery 
man fit vnder his owne Vine,and cate the labours, 
of his hands quietly and peaceably without mo- x;,,. 
leſtation , fortie and foure yeares and better to teſtimony 
the great admiration of the worlde 2 * If it pleaſe *Þh<=Ma- 
B 3 your lageans 
of the preface prefixed before the booke of inſtruionsto his ſonne. The words 
are theſe . But notwithſtanding fince there is a lawfull Queene there preſently 
raigning ,who hath ſo long , with o great wiſedome and felicity gouerned her 


kingdoms,as(I muſt intrue ſincerity confefle)the like hath not bin red nor hard 
of either in our time,or ance the dayes ofthe Roquane Emperor Auguſtus, &co 
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your gratious Maieſtic to peruſe the Chroncicles, 
ouſhal! finde, thatno King nor Queenebefore 
Ld time hath euer gouecrned this realme in ſo 
godly peaccand Chriſtian vnity,ſolong time pro- 
reing it moſt miraculouſly againſt the tyrrannie 
of the Pope, and all other forraine and domeſti- 
call enetnies. Moreouer, her Maicſtic hath beene 
anouriſhing mother,and a loning Neighbour vn- 
todiuers Princes, countries and ftates about her 
( as their conſciences can witneſle ) and their in- 
gratitude cannot but acknowledge,if not require, 
and gratiouſly protected ſhe the diſtreſſed people 
from the bloudy tyrannie of their implacable,jn- 
folent, and cruell enemies. Yet hath ſhe reſigned 
her Kingdomes vnto your Gratious Maieſtic in 
ſuch ſtate as your owne cyes doe now and long 
may behold,and the world doth admire. And no 
doubr,bur as the Proteſtants haue beene faithfull 
vnto her, ſo will they alſo be vnto your Maicſtie; 
wherefore let all faithfull Chriſtians,excoll, praiſe 
and magnific , the omnipoteat and onely wiſe 
God,who hath waged his battels by hir hand,be- 
ing ( inthe reſpec of herſcx ) a poore Graſhop- 
per( in mans iudgement) againſt all the enemies 
of his ſacred Church, as he waged barttell againſt 
Pharao and all his hoaſt, with an armie of Graf- 
hoppers : And therefore letthe Papiſts ceaſe to 
publiſh ſo great vntrueth, redounding vnto their 
owne perpetuall ſhame and diſcredit for cuer. 
5. Inthefiftpart, they make their humble ſute 
vato 
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vnto your Grace,that they may obtaine freedom to 
vjethe Romiſh religion free worry moleftatip ghough 
not openty,yet ſecretly ing two reaſons-the firſt js, 
that becauſe they be reſtrained of that liberty, your

#he Romiſh Religion. The ſecond reaſon is, that it 
would bee « zoyfull thing to all the ſaid K ing domes, 
$0 graunt them their ſaid ſutes .

The firſt is, that the now 
French King yeelding to the P apiſts to ſecure the uſe of 
the Romiſh rebgion phe honored him with theſe vene- 
rable titles , Pater patrie, et pacis ref wor . It it be 
true that he now deſerueth theſe honorable titles, 
why then ſince that time hath notthat honorable 
King been freed from. the dangerous conſpiracie 
of the Papiſts, who "own diuers times fince ſought 
to __ him?lf it caſe your renowmed Maie- 
peruſe thetrec mw of the Papiſts, you ſhall 
Ry r they haue greater murdering harts th:n 
curſed Caize,yho murdered his own brother, For

Empereurs , ſealed with the bloud of millions of M ar« 
t9r5,6c, We doe notalictle maruell that they be 
notaſhamed to auouch ſogreat vntruthes.

And the next ſuc- 
ceflor hath ratified the firſt diſmembred Pope 
to be good and Catholique, andall his workes 
Catholique : wee muſt. needs be here in a La- 
byrinth, not knowing howto iudge whiich is the 
Catholique Pope: the condemnor, or the con- 
demned,haue not ſome Popes beene condemned 
and depriued by generall counſels 2:hath:there 
not becne two Popes at ance,-and ſometimes 
three, andeuery one hath curſed other , and ex- 
communicated others , and fought Ro

Kings , and Emperours, andouer all degrees 
of perſons ſpirituall and” temporall ? bur it 
hath beene fince great honour- for an Em-

And 
it is for certaine thatthe Heatheniſh and Infidell 
Emperours, both long before Conſtantines dayes, 
and long fince ; did perſecute the now profeſſed 
religion-in England, and that it was ſealed with 
the bloud of many Martyrs, adorned with the 
vertues of many thouſand confeſſors , beautified 
with the-bloud of the pure'and Immaculate vir- 
gins : netthet-were the Biſhops of Rome in thoſe 
dayes,freed from the faid perſecutions. But when 
Infidell Emperours by Gods divine —_—_— 
ceaſed their tyranny ; Then the Luciterian Popes 
by degrees and ſteps' climing the higheſt ſtaffe of 
theladder of pride, did fo farre exceed in haugh-
